Laft night an Exprefs arriv'd 
here from that Duke’s Camp, in his way to the 
Court of France ; and ‘tis whifper’d about that there 
has been a bloody Engagement in the Trentin be- 
_tween his Troops and the Imperialifts; but we can- 
not hear what was the, Iffue of it; which is taken 
an ill Sign. 

er the ot under the Duke of Vendome encamp’d 
_atSarca, Auguft 24. We arriv’d here laft Night ; we 
found the Bridge broken down by the Enemy, but 
the Duke of Vendome order’d Men to work to re- 
pair it immediately, and "tis hoped it will be made 
sea by tomorrow, and that we fhall pafs over 
. it. When that is done we fhall purfue our March to 
Trent, from which we are but 8 Miles diftant; and 
_we hope we fhall arrive before the Place by the 26th. 
The Duke of Vendome has fent a Detachment to 
take the Caftles of Madruzo and Toblino. 

The Paris Gazette of September 4. which came by 
the Neut) al Countries, has the folowing Article. 

St asbu g,Aug.22.On the 14tn of this Month an Ex- 
change of Prifoners of War was made, 300 Germans 
were carried to Kchl,whither on the 15th 280 French 
were brought from Frankfort, and on the 19th 100 
.more arriv d in this City. , We have Advice from the 
Palatinate, that the Elector Palatine has at length 
permitted his Subjects co treat of Contributions with 
the Intendant of Metz, to whom they are going to 
frd Deputies. Letrers from Switzerland of the 14th 
and 15th adyife, That the Bavarians having aban- 
don’d the Pofts of which they were poffefs’d in the 
Defiles of Mount Brenner on the 25th of July, the 
Counts Guttenftein and Solari, with the Regular 
Troops they commanded, and a great number of 
arm’d Peafanrs, arriv’d on the 26th at Matray on the 
River Ultz,which at Infpruck falls into the Inn. The 
fame day the Count de Solari parted from Count 
Gutcenftein, and march’d with 5 Battallions towards 
the Trentin, to joyn with the Baron de Vaubonne, 
in order to oppofe the Progrefs of the Duke of Ven- 
dome. On the 27th in the Morning the Elector of 
Bavaria march’d out of Infpruck to Seefeld, and on 
the 28th to Mittenwald onthe Ifer, where he en- 


camp'd. During his March, his Rearguard was con- _ 


tinually harrafs'd by Count Guttenftein, and by the 
Peafants : but they were repuls’d- always with lofs. 
On the 29th his Electoral Highnefs having Intelli- 
Zence that the Enemy was pofted at Schlosberg be- 
tween Seefeld and Mittewald, he detach’d General 
Lurzelburg, wirh fome Infantry and Dragoons, who 
on the 30th in the Morning attack’d and defeated the 
Imperialifts, and purfued them to the Bridge of Zierl 


Bridges on that-River. 


‘that no Succours be given them, has reduc’d them 


on the Inn, over which they efcap’d, and broke it - 
down behind them, as they did likewife all the other 
srid On this Occafion the Impe- 
rialifts had 500 Men kill’d, and 200 of them were 
taken Prifoners ; of the Bavarians 100 were kill’d or 
wounded. The fame day the Elector receiv’d Ad- 
vice, that General Weickel had actack’d a Body of 
Peafants not far from Kufftein, 500 of which were 
kil’d and 300 made Prifoners. His Electoral High- 
nefs, to fecure that part of Tyrol which is on this 
fide the Inn, has order'd Kufftein to be repair'd, and 
Seefeld to be fortified by 400 Peafants, it being more 
advantageoufly ficuated than Scharnitz which he 
caus’d to be raz’d. His Electoral Highnefs has fent 
down the Ifer to Munich, on Floats, all the Artillery 
he found in the Pofts he took on the other fide the 
Inn, from whence he continues to draw Contribu- 
tions. The fame Letters add, That the Imperialifts ¢ 
have caken by Capitulation the Caftles of Ehrenberg — 
and Reutte. They write from Cologne, That the 
Eftates of that Archbifhoprick had agreed to pay the 
King 22000 Crowns Contribution,and 50000 Crowns 
to the Elector of Cologne. 

From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 13. 

Nimes, Auguft 24. Thefe 14 or 15 days paft,three 
Parties have been out to look after the Camifars, 
being led by 3 Perfons who were lately Camifars 
and know their Haunts. One of thefe 3 Party- 
leaders is the famous Monfieur de St. Chatte, a Gen- 
tleman, who tho’ a Catholick was a Camifar. He is 
at the Head of a Detachment of Grenadiers, and has 
feiz'd feveral People in their Houfes. Within a few 
days he fent 15 to our Fort, on the Glacis of which 
2 Men were burnt on the 17th for being found to be 
of the Number of thofe who fome timevago burnt a 
Church near Vigan, with 14 Catholicks whom they 
had fhut up in it. Onthe 18th 2 more Camifars 
were executed, one of them was broken alive on the 
Wheel, the other was hang’d. And on the 22d ano- 
ther was broken alive on the Wheel. All thefe Seves 
rities do not hinder the Malecontents from continuing 
their Hoftilities, 4 or 500 of them lately atrack’d the 
little Town of Semine to get Provifions; but being 
repuls’d they pillag’d {ome Houfes in the Neighbour- 
hood of that Place, and carried off 3 Catholicks. 
They march’d from thence to la Salle, which is palli- 
fadoed, from whence they were likewife repuls’d.

to the want of neceffary Provifions, which obliges 
them to feek it by plain Force. They have burnt 3 
more Churches in the Diocefs of Ufez, of which that 
of Doignon is one. Monfienr de St. Chatte has taken 
a Man who is reported to be the Treafurer of the 
Camifars. One Florimond fent hither a Camifar on 
the 20th, who was yefterday broken on the Wheel. 
To day 150 Prifoners were brought out of our Fort, 
whither they are to be carried we cannot learn; 50 
others brought from Ufez and Alets are put into 

their rooms. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sepr. 11. 

Pars, Auguft 31. We have receiv’d Advice from 
Provence, that the 8 Gallies which were order’d “a 
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be fitred out at Marfeilles, wete ready to put to Sed 
on the 20th of this Month; and that the Count de 
Tholoufe, who embark’d at Thoulon with the Mar- 
fhal de Coeuvres on a Firft Rate Ship, was to fail 
from thence on the 24th. From Breit they write, 
that the Amphitrite belonging to our Eaft India Com- 
pany, was arriv’d there from China, richly laden : 
She fail’d from France on the 17th of March 1701. 
Letters from Madrid of the 17th of this Month in- 
form us, that the laft Courier who was fent to Lis- 
bon by the Cardinal d’Etrees, to prefs his Portuguefe 
Majeity to continue Neuter, was return’d with this 
Aniwer, ‘ That his Majefty, would abide by the 
‘ Treaty he had made with the Emperor, the Queen 
‘ of England and the States General ;_ that he hoped 
* one day to be able to return the Obligations he 
* had to the Crown of France; But that in the pre- 
‘ ferr Juncture of Affairs, he found himfelf oblig’d to 


'* ftick ro the Alliance he was entred into, for‘fome 


* Caufes of Difcontent which the Spaniards had given 
* him fince the Death of Charles the Second. ’Tis 
faid that the Treaty between the 2 Crowns and 
the Duke of Savoy being expir’d, his Royal High- 
nefs has confented to its being renew'd, but on Con- 
ditions more advantageous to him than the former, 
becaufe’ of the Offers made him on the part of the 
Allies.
